Waste Of Time and Money Unless Sanitary 
District Commission Hears Both Sides 

The day before a bearing was conducted in 
Granite City by the Commission 06 Sanitary 
District Operations, a Press-Record headline said, 
"Politics saved Levee Board from past reform 
moves." Judging by the day’s questioning and 
testimony. East Side Levee and Sanitary District 
politicians again are counting on their influence at 
Springfield—and Chicago—to save them from 
reform legislation. 

That the discredited governmental agency 
also went a step farther and pushed for broad 
expansion of its present powers was an insult to 
the intelligence of the public and the Illinois legis¬ 
lature. We sincerely hope that a majority of the 
commissioners realize this and take steps to make 
the concluding sessions at East St. Louis April 23 
and 24 more meaningful. 

An early turning point was the contention of 
one commissioner that the intent, of the hearing 
was merely to obtain witnesses’ recommendations 
on how the legislature or public could help the 
levee district. 

Since all who were questioned were pay- 
rollei’s or former payrollers, and hardly repre¬ 
sented a cross-section of public opinion, the deck 
was stacked in favor of more, not less, authority 
for loose spending and patronage employment. 

Frequent interruptions of lines of questioning 
effectively stymied most attempts to get to the 
heart of the problem besetting the levee district, 
which is disregard for the public interest. Obvious 
evasions were allowed to go unchallenged, as if 
they had really provided answers. 

In preventing what he termed "fishing expe¬ 
ditions." a Chicago state representative in effect 
said that if somebody else made an investigation 
and submitted written complaints, be might be 
willing lo go into the various matters. But if it was 
not to make an investigation itself, why was the 
commission created and provided with $15,000 to 
meet its operating expenses? 

Witness after witness related that public 
confidence within this area is so low that a bond 
election would have no chance of passage. This 
clearly indicates voters' doubt that the Levee 
Board majority would handle their taxes or any 
other funds efficiently and economically. It would 
he a black day in Illinois history if the General 
Assembly restored non-referendum bonding power 
to thwart the wishes of the citizenry, which suc¬ 
ceeded in obtaining the restriction only after a 
56-year effort, in 1963. 

Instead of raising trustees' salaries and giving 
them a blank check for whatever spending whims 
that occur to them, the state legislature and its 
study commission ought to leave existing controls 
in effect and delve into the need for additional 
laws. These might well include division of the 
district along the county line for voting purposes 

communities would be involved; strengthening of 
purchase, contract and financial procedures to 
halt an endless series of abuses; limiting of staff 
size; more detailed reporting to the courts on 
administrative and supervisory policies: and sim¬ 
plification of the steps necessary to dissolve the 
district entirely. 

We hope the commission will review its own 
procedural rules in time to give the April 2 3-24 
hearings a real chance to substantiate the need for 
Constructive reihedial legislation. If there is more 
internal obstructionism. Illinois may need a new 
commission, to study the commission.

When you visit your child, 
don’t discipline him.

Let him tell you all about 
his experiences — his. medica¬ 
tion, the friends he has met, etc., 
and in turn, fill him in on the 
news at home. Remind him that

When visiting time is over, 
don't make it an emotional 
parting — no tears or hysterics. 
Although your child may cry, 
nurses are trained to take care 
of such a situation. 

After a few days of the hos¬ 
pital routine, children normally 
adjust quickly and many even 
enjoy their stay. But much de¬ 
pends on you. 

By preparing your child for 
this new " adventure.” by abiding 
by your doctor’s orders, and by 
cooperating with the hospital 
personnel, you can make your 
child'* stay a pleasant one.

It is of interest to labor, business, and the city that our heavy industry be abje to 


3. ENFORCEMENT OF THE ANTI-POLLUTION LAW. 

Every industry in the city and surrounding area owes not only an obligation to its 
stockholders but also an obligation to the community. The anti-pollution laws are a 
minimum standard of conduct which industry is required to follow in order to protect 
the health and property of the citizens of the community. The anti - pollution laws 
were enacted ,for the purpose of being enforced, not yawned at and by-passed. Re¬ 
cently, the steel companies in Chicago, resppnsible for 40% of Chicago's air pollution 
voluntarily agreed to put in expensive anti-pollution devices to fulfill their obligation 
to the community of Chicago. Our heavy industry is responsible for over 75% of our 
air pollution. Since they have failed to voluntarily meet their obligation to our com¬ 
munity, the law must be invoked for the benefit and protection of the entire communi¬ 
ty. Not next year, but this year! 

4. ESTABLISHMENT OF A MAJOR STREET PROGRAM DESIGNED TO MOVE TRAF¬ 
FIC FROM ONE END OF THE CITY TO THE OTHER QUICKLY AND EFFICIENTLY. 

Our city is in need of a complete traffic flow overhaul. Major through streets with 

a minimum of stops are needed to speed traffic in safety and number from one sec¬ 
tion of the city to the other. Strict police enforcement would be a must so that all 
traffic regulations would be obeyed. Side streets would be used only for local traffic 
and limited in speeds to 20 M.P.H., since major through streets would be only a few 
blocks in either direction. Large trucks would be limited to only certain streets, and 
these streets would be widened and reinforced to withstand their weight. The other 
through streets would also be widened tg allow lanes going in both directions. All 
city lights would be timed, and the least possible use of stop signs would be encour¬ 
aged. The stop sign epidemic which we are now going through only breeds contempt 
of traffic regulations and creates the condition known as the "Rolling Stop" common 
in St. Louis. Our street distribution system needs modernization for today's conditions. 


5. ELIMINATION OF THE SPECIAL TAX. 

I have never believed in double taxation,, especially when no 
one knows how long it is suppose to last. This tax to-pay for the 
"gold-plated" sewer line in the newer parts of the city is purely 
and simply double taxation. The sewer tax is a part of the real 
property tax and each citizen pays it. There is'no valid reason 
for a separate additional tax for sewers. The sewer tax which 
is part of the real property tax is to pay for the building and 
maintenance of the sewers throughout the city. This unfair and 
burdensome tax must be immediately eliminated. 


It is for you to decide, by voting, who is to represent you and your city in the office of Mayor. If you don’t con¬ 
sider the lack of past performance, you’re the one who will lose in the end.
